Mr Un- 
derwood had imported a number | 
of horses from the United States 
which were found to be affected 
with a contagious disease know 
as Dourine. They were immedi- 
ately placed in quarantine. A 
certain number were destroyed, 
and the rest placed under strict 
quarantine in order that the Ca- 
nadian horse breeders might be 
protected from this importation 
of disease from the United States, 
Evidence was obtained that one 
of the suspected stallions was re- 
moved from the quarantined 
premises and also that the same 
was used for breeding purposes. 
Mr W. M. Martin acted for the 
accused and entered a plea of 
guilty. MrC. E, Wood prose- 
cuted for the Department of Ag- 
riculture at Ottawa, 

“The work of dealing with 
Dourine is of such a nature that 
in the interests of horse breeders 
it is higaly desirable that prompt 
and effective action be taken in 
cases where the quarantine re- 
quirements of the Canadian Gov- 


ernment are set at nought.”

A CHEAP FILTER 


A Good Sized Lamp Chimney the Chief 
Essential for Making One 


When filtration is necessary in or 
der.to set one’s mind at ease as to 


the purity of one’s drinking water it Is 
not necessary to spend large sums of 
money for patented devices to do the 
purifying. An old lamp chimney and 
a small quentity of absorbent cotton 
will do the trick. 

Tie a piece of cheese cloth over 
the sme'l end of a chimney and then 
press a bit of absorbent cotton down 
on the cheese cloth cover on the in- 
side. Any sort of a stand can be made 
to hold the filter—a board with a hole 
in it is enough. There should be 
enough cotton to fill the end of the 


| chimney for about three inches. Wat:r

DOOR MAT MADE 
OF ROPE AND WOOD 


There is a.sort of door mat that 
is much in use in some sections of 
the country which is said to be an

It is made 
simply of alternate strips of wood and 
rope and can be fashioned at home, 

A frame is made of % in. lumber 
1 inch thick. The frame can be any 
size desired. Alternate strips of rope 


| and wood are then filled in. The best 


way to complete the mat !s to leave 
one side of the frame open until the 
strips of rope and wood are in place, 
Make the wooden strips of 1 inch lum- 
ber as thick as the frame. 

First nail the length of rope to the 
frame and tfien a strip of wood. Then 
another length of rope and another 
strip of wood and so on until the 
frame is filled. Then put on the other 
side of the frame and the mat is 
finished and ready for business,

Mixed Farming Would Lower the Out 
lay on the Necessaries of Life 
a 
The Canadian Farm In a reecnt ar- 
ticle makes a strong plea for mixed 
farming in the three Western prov- 
inces when it points out that the cost 


of living can be decreased by its 
adoption. The article is in part as 
follows: 


“No country in the world should be 
able to produce better or cheaper 
meats than those grain-growing prov 
inces, Poultry of all kinds do well 
and thrive on the waste of many farm: 
where they are kept while milk and 
butter end cheese should be yielded in 
sufficient quantities to at Jeast meet 
the local demands. Last year Man- 
itoba alone exported upwards of 4,000- 
000 bushels of feed wheat besides a 
very large quantity of barley, while 
she imported more pork and mutton 
than she raised, and for months last 
winter Winnipeg imported milk from 
Minnesota. Jt is not becauee of diffi 
culty in raising these products nor of 
the want of a good market for them 
that so few enter upon mixed farm- 
ing. Nor is there a fear that the soil 
would be injured by taking up these 
branches of agriculture. Evidence 
from every hand points to the ease 
with which abundant yields are se- 
cured and meat-producing animals ce- 
veloped. Last year the Canadian Con 
servation Commission had surveys 
made of 40,000 acres of Manitoba 
lands, and learned from the most de 
pendable sources that yields are go- 
ing back year by year, while weeds 
are increasing at an alarming rate. 

Nor ts the remedy hard to find and 
to employ. It lies in extending the 
farming operations in the direct’on of 
producing the several necessaries of 
life that are being imported in «nor- 
mous quantities and so largely respon- 
sib'e for the high cost of living in the 
West. 

The happiest farmer and the most 
contented, and really prosperous fam 
fly, are those who find profitable em- 
ployment six days a week the year 
through and are le to see the re- 
turns coming in week by week to meet 
the emergencies of life. Such men 
have a most interesting career. They 
are seldom troubled by gnawing deb’, 
and never run the risk of protracted 
privation, 


POULTRY METHODS 


Below we give the record of a pen 
of nine White Orpingtons belonging 
to Mr. Frank Smitz, a New Brunswick 
farmer, who conscientiously endea 
vored to produce the best result pos 
sible from bis small flock. The records 
established do not furnish anything 
specially remarkable, but the account 
is interesting, if for no other reason 
than that each pullet was named, anc 
the owner has been able to give the 
time each commenced to lay and the 
number of eggs laid up to a stated 
time. Mr, Smitz states that at the 
time these pullets started laying it wa: 
from 20 to 24 degrees below zero, In 
January he received 97 eggs from the

PROVIDES FUR REFORMS IN CAW 
ADIAN BANKING SYSTEM 


The New Measure Aims to Ensure 
Greater Security for Shareholders 
and Depositors—Extension of Priv- 
ileges to Assist Farmers and Ranch- 
ers in the West. 


Ottawa, Ont.—The Bank Act was 


| introduced in the House by Hon. W. 


T. White and was briefly explained 
by him—thotgh the explanation was 
long enough to show that he had given 
deep study to the whole problem of 
Canadian finance, and had a thorough 
grasp of the tanking situation. 

Hon. Mr, White, in a conservative 
and cautious manner, {gs providing for 
broad reforms in the Canadian bank- 
ing system, which will place it on an 
even more stable basis than ever, 
whil* providing greater security thaa 
in the past for shareholders and de 
positors, 

The most lateresting feature of the 
bill, from a westerau standpoint, ig the 
provision for loans to farmers on 
threshed grain and tu ranchers on 
stock. The present clauses are an 
extension of the privileges now grant- 
ed to wholesalers only. 

The bill, which was Introdited, ex- 
tends the charters of the banks .o 
It will go to the bank- 
ing and commerce committee, after 
its second reading in the House. and 
it is not unlikely that there will he 
various minor amendments in that 
stage, as the minister of finance stat- 
ed that he would welcome suggestions 
that would make the bill more effect 
ive 

An ‘mportart point is the proviston 
for a compulsory external audit. The 
shareholders of a bank, at the annual 
meeting must name an auditor. In 
the event of the minister not being 
statement or r- 
turn submitted by the bank, it would 
be within his power to have such 
statements verified b, this auditor. 

The minister counted much on the 
moral value of this external audit and 
stated his opinion that if there had 
been such an eyternal audit tn force 
before, the Farmers’ bank would not

“BUY CANADIAN- 
MADE GOODS” 


The above maxim {fs one that should 
seriously be considered by each and 
every Canadian citizen, for it is one 
of great moment and importance to 
the condition and welfare any coun- 
try seeks to attain. The result of 
purchariag abroad goods and mater 
fale which can be supplied at home 
is strikingly displayed by government 
Statistics, which form sufficient evi- 
dence to prove that Canada is not in 
the position it should command 
through its trade and commerce. To 
purchase beyond the country’s means 
will in time cause results of a notice- 
able character and this is being done 
at present at a rate, unsatisfactory to 
Canadian industry, Money expended 
in this wey must cause a reaction 
sooner or later, and the credit of the 
country must naturally be impaired 
as in the case of any individual who 
spends beyond his means. Expendi- 
ture must be concentrated and made 
in the country in which it is earned, 
before the effect of original earnings 
will accumulate. In purchasing goods 
abroad, Canadian raw material and 
labor must naturally become less 
desirable. Attached to such a con- 
dition of affairs are unsatisfactory la- 
bor conditions, poorer gtades of ma- 
terial and other accumulated effects. 
it is clearly the duty of patriotic citt- 
sens of Canada to build up a country 
where money can be secured at any 
time it is desired but with oxpendi- 
tures being made outside, no security 
san be given and conditions must de 
aline-—The Wainwright Star. 


ROOM FOR EXPANSION 


Home Industry Suffers to Extent 
of Over a Million Dollars a Day 
That the Canadian manufacturer has 

still a long way to go before he will 

be in a position to secure the bulk 
of the trade of the home market 

Qgainst his aggressive American com- 

petitor is apparent from figures re 

cently issued at Washington. The 
value of inerchandise exported to 

Canada from the United States dur- 

ing the 244 days from January 1 to 

August 31, 1912, is practically $244,- 

000,000, or, to be more exact, $243,- 

721,771, or approximately $1,000,000 a 

day. In the corresponding eight 

months of 1909 the value of merchan- 
ise exported to Canada was $120,428,- 

682, or an average of a half-million 

dollars a day, the total value of ex- 

ports to Canada having thus doubled 
in the three years in question. 

Comparing the exports In the fiscal 
year 1912 with those of 1909, bitumin- 
cus coal shows a growth of over $10,- 
000,000—from $15,826,019 in 1909 to 
$26,017,402 in 1912. Notable increases 
occurred in steel rails, which advanced 
from $745,835 to $3,369,894; structural 
fron and steel. from $1,585,137 to 
$6,160,353; agricultural implements 
from $2,318,556 to $6,347,082, the chiet 
growth under this head occurring in 
exports of plows, which increased from 
$792,829 in 1909 to $1,760,045 in 1912. 
Of automobiles the growth in exports 
to Canada has: been especially marked, 
their value, including parts, in 1912, 
$9,963,247, against $1,687,628. 

It is Just a question whether a young 
country like Canada can become a 
highly developed nation if it allows an 
Qggressive trade competitor like the 
United States to exploit its home mar- 
ket in lines whichican advantageously 
be made in Canada.
